Election/Restrictions 



1 . Claims 8-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 20 December 
2004.

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. On page 1 lines 13-14 the statement "structure is poor obversely and the Tip 
where locates" does not make sense. 

b. On page 1 line 21 the term "Butter portion" does not make sense. 

c. Through out the specification the term "Tip" is capitalized when it is not the 
first word in a sentence. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 



3. Claims 1 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
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a. The term "Butter portion" does not make sense". The term - butt portion - 
would mal<e more sense. Appropriate correction is required. 

b. The term "Tip" being capitalized does not make sense. The word is not the 
first word in the sentence. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Suzue. 
Suzue discloses club body (Col. 6, Lns. 40-41) made of preimpregnated fiber 

material (Abstract, Ref. No. 10, Fig. 3) with a tip portion in the form of the entire surface 
being covered (Col. 3, Lns. 37-41, Figs. 1,8) by an amorphous metal film (Figs. 3-4, Ref. 
No. 21, Col. 3, Lns. 25-29), metal film being between 20-80 um (Col. 3, Lns. 21-30), an 
outside of a metal film is covered by a protective layer of resin (Fig. 3, Ref. No. 23), a 
protect layer being glass fiber (Fig. 5, Ref. No. 40, Col. 4, Lns. 52-65), a metal film 
having holes (Fig. 4, Ref. No. 22), and a main body formed of carbon fibers (Col. 3, Lns. 
5-10).
